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Underground Ammunition Factory at JOBBAQYI "

In the MATRA mountains, in the area of SALGOTARIAN, 
between the villages of KISTERENYE and JOBBAGYI, construc- 
tion of an underground ammunition factory was begun, in 1952, 
to Soviet specifications, and finished in 1954. Its en- 
trance is completely camouflaged with rocks, bushes and 
scree, although before it is reaohed, AVK watchtowers a nd 
barbed- wire are encountered. 


The factory has no name as such, but carries a 
number, which is either 2310 or 2130. 


The labour-force consists of about 1200 men, 
working in 3 shifts. The factory makes explosives and 
-percussion oaps which are filled there. Total output is 


net known.

Electric power is supplied from outside, but the 


factory has its own boilers and generators; the boilers are 
the BW type with mobile fire grate, and the two generators 
(one 350 HP, the other 250 HP) are by GAITZ. This installa- 
tion, apart from one boiler for heating the faotory, is 



normally kept in reserve. The electricity is primarily for 
lighting, as most of the machines are pneumatic. 

Three Soviet engineers are always present at the 
factory. It is not Known whether any of the factory-products 
are delivered to the USSR.
